Petitions under study were those 
involving land adjacent the Junior 
high school and other properties on 
Edmonston road belonging to the 
Pollin and Warner-Kanter inter- 
ests, respectively. The council has 
been asked by the Park and Plan- 
ning Commission for its recom- 
mendations on these petitions. 

Tend to Delay 

The council in its discussions, 
brought to light a number of fac- 
tors that tend to delay final ac- 
tion and keep the whole question 
of rezoning under continuing study. 
Chief deterrent to any definitive 
action appeared to be lack of in- 
formation, which necessitates the 
council referring questions back to 
the several agencies involved. 

Members of the council pointed 
out that petitioners had failed to 
provide sufficient data giving the 
exact coordimates of the properties 
to be rezoned; in one instance fail- 
ed to sign the petition and in an- 
other failed to provide a copy of 
a proposed amendment to the origi- 
nal petition. 

Although meetings were open to 
tite —pupiic, tere were io specta= 
tors, nor were there any repre- 
sentatives of the proponents of the 
petitions. 

Expressed Attitude 

Councilman Alan Kistler, at the 
Monday evening session, read a 
statement which in a broad sense, 
expressed the attitude of the coun- 
cil with respect to the question of 
rezoning the tracts under discus- 
sion at these two meetings: 

“Rezoning RPC to L-1 (indus- 
trial) is tentatively acceptable to 
the council. Adjacent areas are 
similary zoned; and use of this 
land for residential purposes ap- 
pears to be rendered impracticable 
by the proposed location of the 
new roadway and the designation 
of Edmonston road as a truck 
route. 

“It is the feeling of the council, 
however, that any such rezoning 
should be contingent upon the re- 
quirement that the owners provide 
suitable screening along borders of 
the tract, and property of Green- 
belt Junior high school, Edmon- 
ston road and the proposed free- 
way. 

“In addition, council is of the 
opinion that no rezoning should be 
authorized that would increase the 
cost to the state of land required 
for construction of proposed road- 
ways. : 

“Effect the proposed rezoning 
would have on Greenbelt Junior 
high property is a matter council 
feels should be given serious con- 
sideration. The location of cer- 
tain types of industrial operations 
permitted by L-1 zoning in close 
proximity ‘to a school grounds con- 
ceivably would not be desirable.” 

Summation 

Although Kistler did not propose 
is aS a measure to be voted by 
council, other members appeared 
to feel this a fairly accurate sum- 
mation of the council’s general at- 
titude with regard to any recom- 
mendations it ‘would eventually 
make to the Park and Planning 
Commission. 

The council has limited the 
length of its discussions in the 
special sessions to two hours.

It’s all very“puzzling to 
me...” Canning stated. 


City council action ‘on the peti- 
tion has been awaiting in forma- 
tion from the state roads commis- 
sion, which city manager Charles 
McDonald has_ requested. Me- 
Donald, ill at home with laryngitis, 
has not received this data yet. The 
information needed concerns addi- 


tional right-of-way that may be- 


needed to widen Greenbelt road 
pavement to accommodate the in- 


creased traffic expected from the 


new design of the Parkway-Glenn 
Dale road interchange. 


Earlier last week, McDonald had 
advised the council that C-2 zon-. 


ing would be impractical at the 


site and spoke in favor of C-1 with 


“special exceptions” which allows: 


a filling station to be erected only 
under certain conditions or “ex-— 
ceptions.”

‘The obvious haste of the gas station petitioners leads us to 
believe that they have little faith in the city council’s and plan- 
aing commission’s future decisions regarding the re-zoning of the 
site. By-passing these two bodies, who have direct and profound 
concern with the proposal, the Warner-Kanter and GCS group are 
attempting to bring the issue to a head quickly. 

The matter of haste is legitimate. GCS must vacate their 
present filling station by November and in order to build another 
‘in the community they must have ample time for construction. 
Why the city council has delayed this long may seem puzzling: 
they have been informed of the facts and have heard ample citizen 
comment to come to an intelligent decision. 

There are other related problems that so affect the site for 
the purpose of a gas station, that the haste of the petitioners ap- 
pears unwarranted at this time. There is the question of right-of- 
“ways, on which the council is expecting more information from the 
roads commission. There is the traffic problem which will result 
from new changes in the Glenn Dale road interchange. And there 
is the validity of a C—“‘commercial’—change which could permit 
other kinds of commercial enterprises that would be totally un- 
suitable for that location. 

By going directly to the county commissioners, the petitioners 
have alerted the local citizenry to the fact that GCS wants that gas 
station and wants it bad. It is now up to the community residents 
to take their expressions directly to the final determining body 

. the county commissioners. Fortunately, one of the commis- 
sioners is a former Grennbelt mayor, Frank Lastner. We are sure 
he would welcome the public expression of citizens now and at 
the hearing. 

iLastner, who fostered traffic safety and took deep pride in 
the annual traffic safety awards to Greenbelt for passing a full 
year without a traffic fatality, is sure to give close consideration 
to this zoning petition from that viewpoint particularly. Always 
a popular leader in Greenbelt, Lastner has been instrumental in 
spreading the good name and qualities of our city throughout the 
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county. He will certainly question whether it is. expedient for 
the city to encourage expansion, development and growth at the 
risk of endangering the lives of its citizens.

A. Communication: 


I was very sorry to see Mr. Reeves express the point of view that he 
did last week toward the News Review. I have heard it rumored that 
the staff of the News Review as individuals do not “like’ GCS and it 
may be this which Mr. Reeves deplores. But even if this is true—and I 
do not know that it is—these dislikes have not been publicly expressed 
in the paper which has remained, on community issues, independent 
(there have been exceptions to this, but not in connection with issues 
in which GCS was involved). For example, in the current matter of the 
proposed filling station on Southway, the paper has printed both sides; 
also in the matter of the GCS’s withdrawal from the Federation. 

I believe that if the paper printed only the side favorable to GCS, I 
for one would cease to read it, as GCS has already one “house organ” 
called the “Co-op Newsletter,” which propagates its viewpoint. Hence 
to print independently on matters of controversy increases real circula- 
tion, meaning the number of those who read the paper as opposed to the 
number of porches receiving it on Thursday evening. 

I am willing to accept the thesis of GCS that it is not profitable to 
advertise in the Review-—not directly profitable, that is, in a way that is 
measurable from week to week. It becomes then a question of whether 
they should advertise as a public service. Do they have any respensi- 
bility to Greenbelt beyond that of selling us our “money’s worth?” ‘We 
all, including the GCS management, surely agree that they have some. 
How much? Can they accept enough responsibility to see that the paper 
continues to exist, so that local problems can be aired and a body of en- 
lightened citizen-opinion continue to guide our community? I hope so, 
because if cooperatives, represented by GCS, cannot accept this much 
responsibility in a democracy they are lagging behind private business 
and are less ethical than these brothers in private enterprise. -Wendell 
Berge, former head of the Federal Anti-Trust division in Washington, 
speaking just before his death to a Unitarian Layman’s League, said, 
“The average businessmen recognize that business, just as government, 
has many public responsibilities, which it must perform well if it is to 
deserve the trust and patronage of the public .. . They. cooperate in meas- 
ures for the public good.” I am sure that in the opinion of enlightened 
businessmen they would have a very special responsibility to keep alive 
such an instrument for public good as a newspaper, especially when no 
other organization, public or private, is in a position to save it. Think 
of the good will GCS would gain by such a move. 

~ I-want to remind Mr. Reeves also that we do not want to be too en- 
gulfed in economic motives. If something is “profitable” to those of us 
outside the business world, this is only partially convincing—we also want 
to know, Mr. Reeves, whether it is good for the community; and GCS 
must come to think in those terms if they are to convince us that they 
should have our backing. We are no longer impressed with the size of 

GCS. We want to know where it is going from here.
